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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Finland on 30 August 1999. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 3.1 with respect to 
Figure 2 wherein it is further noted that reference characters "3" and "3.1" have both been used 
to designate the polyurethane layer. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 2.3 in Figure 4. A 
proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshiga et al 
(USPN 5,024,891.) Yoshiga et al teach a polyamide resin-metal laminate comprising a metal 
substrate, such as aluminum, having a heat-treated adhesive coating on its surface, and a 
polyamide resin, such as nylon 6 or nylon 6,6, laminated on the coating layer of the substrate via 
extrusion lamination and then further heat treating the laminate at a temperature at the level of at 
least the softening temperature of the polyamide resin (Abstract; Col. 1, lines 4-18; Col. 1, line 
63-Col. 2, line 8; Col 3, lines 30-33 and lines 46-56; Col. 4, lines 1-6.) 

6. Claims 1-5 and 7-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Baitinger et al (USPN 4,645,710.) Baitinger et al teach foam laminate structures comprising a 
foamed polyurethane core (as in instant claims 8-9) with a facer material uniformly adhered 
thereto with an adhesive material wherein the facer material may be aluminum foil (as in instant 
claims 2, 5, 13) and the adhesive material may be nylon or polyamides (a polymer that 
crystallizes when heated as instantly claimed) which is extrusion coated onto the aluminum foil 
(as in instant claim 3, 4); and wherein the composite may be formed by contacting a formed 
foam core to the adhesive coated- facer material at temperatures in the range of about 100 to 
300C (as in instant claims 7 and 11) to form the laminate comprising polyurethane 
foam/polyamide adhesive/aluminum (as in instant claims 7, 72, and 14-15) (Abstract; Col. 1, 
line 56-CoL 2, line 29.) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



8. Claims 6 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Baitinger 
et al in view of Yoshiga et al. Baitinger et al do not specifically teach that the polyamide or 
nylon is polyamide 6 or polyamide 66 as in instant claim 6 however polyamide or nylon 6 or 66 
is an obvious species of polyamide material to provide a polamide-metal laminate where 
insulation is required as taught by Yoshiga et al wherein Yoshiga et al further teach that the 
metal substrate may be further treated or coated to improve adhesion and hence one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention would have been motivated to utilize nylon 6 
or nylon 66, both obvious species of polyamide material, in the invention taught by Baitinger.
